Local longs were the chief
sellers ot provisions and these were made
up ot grain traders, but the buylnr was
good at the moderate decline.

due amount of moisture. But araduallv
misgiving developed as to the prospect
of an unlooked for volume of fresh sup
plies next wees. iongs increased tneirsales, both In December and deferred
options, so that an early advance In
price was wiped out, ana a material set-
back took place.

Wheat firmness wore out under pres.
sure ot bearish sentiment regarding corn.
There was also talk that holders In the
United States had overstayed the foreign
demand, that competition now bad the
lead abroad and that domeatlo Invest-
ment ought not be to be counted on to
enlarze during during the holiday sea
son.
